Washington, D. C. February 2.— 
The deluge of contests for seats in the 
House of Representatives promised just af- 
ter election does not materialize, and the po- 
litical Vennor who made these predictions 
tnrns out to be a Wiggins. It was gener- 
ally believed here soon after 
the contest that there would 
be at least fifty contests for seats, Now 
the number has dwindled aown to around 
dozen and probably may be much less than 
that by the time the next Congress convenes 
and the opportunity for contests is made. In 
a conversation with the Clerk of the House, 
Mr. McPherson, to-day your correspondent 
learned that the number of contests of which 
that gentleman had learned,officially and un- 
officially, did not exceed ten or twelve. 

‘“T don’t think there will be nearly so large 
a number as was promised in the first flush 
of Democratic victory,’”’ he said. “A good 
many contests that were promised just after 
the election have been abandoned. Take 
Peele’s district, in Indiana—at Indianapolis, 
you know.

Republican member. In Missouri there is 
one,’ Dr. McLean, the sitting Republican 
member, who was elected to succeed Mr, 
Allenin this Congress.

American. Fruit Abroad. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, February 26.—A véry fair 
joke has been guing the rounds of the press 
of late, ta the effect that American dried 
apples are being exported to China and 
Japan, and that Americans is thus “helping 
to sweil the population of the Orient.” ‘This 
is fun, but the facts of which it is an index 
are even more instructing than the joke itself. 
During the past year about 3,500,000 pounds 
of dried apples have been sent abroad from 
this country, sonie going to China, India, 
Egypt, Southern Africa, Australia and also 
to England and Scotland, where a trade has 
been established some years. Four-fifths 
of those exported go from the port of New 
York. The exporters gather them up from 
all parts of the country, the best coming 
from North Carolina, where they seem to 
have a superior flavor and to be better dried. 
This may be treason to the Western Reserve, 


whose dried apples are famous, but 
it is nevertheless the fact. Few apples are 
now “‘dried’”’ by the old process, the more 
recent system of evaporation producing re- 
rults much more satisfactory. A curious fact 
is. developed in this connection, that the 
cores, parings and ether refuse of the evap- 
orating establishments are purchased in 
France, it is supposed for use in changing the 
flavor of certain brands of wines.

One day 4 
patient named Lovell struck Myers and 
knocked him against a bench, when Harper 
rushed in with a leather strap and struck 
Myers on the back with a buckle and chased 
him into a cell. Harper had a bunch of keys 
with which he used to strike the 
patient’s face. Witness was placed 
In a cell with two _ others, one 
of whom was uncontrollably filthy. Ventila- 
tion was poor and the atmosphere unbeara- 
ble. The straw ticks were not changed and 
often were coated with filth. Andther case 
was that of a patient named bet og tall 
and slim, and subject to fits. One day Swan- 
son lost his sock and could not findit. An 
attendant named Jamison said he would 
make him find it, and struck him. 
They clinched and fell. Swanson 
on top. Jamison managed to get 
up first, however, and began kicking Swan- 
son about the body in ahorrible and brutal 
manner. ‘The latter pleaded for him to quit 
and offered a regular prayer to Ged for help. 
He then went into a fit and Jamison left him 
lying on the floor.
